The board of regents of the univer- 
sity system will meet Saturday morn- 
ing to act on a contract with the fed: 
eral public works administration call- 
ing for a loan and grant of $2,817;400 
for improvements and additions to the 
units of the system. The contract 
calls for a loan totaling $2,180,000 
and a grant totaling $637,400. 

The contract, approved by the 
PWA, arrived Monday and Chairman 
Marion Smith, of Atlanta, immediate- 
ly called the board for Saturday in 
order that the final agreement may 
be acted upon without delay. 

The improvements and additions are 
confined to self-liquidating projects 
which in time will pay for themselves, 
but should the board adopt necessary 
resolutians jt will be necessary for 
the regents to go into court and obtain 
judicial appreval of their pledging the 
assets of the projects. If the regents 
act favorably, the matter to be laid 
before a judge of the Fulton superior 
court and if approved a fast bill of 
exceptions will be sought to take the 
matter at once to the supreme court. 
A final decision by the court in less 
than 60 days is considered likely if 
the high court is called upon to pass 
on its legality. 

Each Institution Responsible. 

The federal government contract, 
which was drawn to meet the peculiar 
requirements of Georgia which has 
constitutionally limited the borrowing 
powers of its various agencies, pro- 
vides that each institution benefited 
by the Joan and grant will be respon- 
sible for its own sections of the con- 
tract and that no institution will be 
responsible for the pledges made on 
behalf of other institutions. 

The contract specifically provides 
that the debentures sold to the fed- 
eral government shall not constitute

LOS ANGELES, May 14.—@)— 
William F. Gettle, worn and haggard 
but unharmed, was delivered from his 
kidnapers tonight in a _ spectacular 
raid on a small La Crescenta home by 
sheriff's officers and police. 

Acting on a tip received earlier in 
the day the officers raided a house 
at 4256 Rosemont avenue, La Cres- 
centa, north of Glendale, and arrest- 
ed a man who gave his name as Roy 
Williams. A second man ran from 
the house and escaped. 

On a bed inside the house the offi- 
cers found the Beverly Hills million- 
are, who was kidnaped from his coun- 
try estate at Arcadia last Wednesday 
midnight ag an all-day party’was draw- 
ing to a close. Gettle lay flat on his 
back, his hands bound and a court 
plaster mask over his face. 

Officers said he was unable to speak 
for a few minutes, but en route to the 
sheriff’s office told them the man who 
escaped was the “real brains” of the 
kidnap gang. 

News that he had been freed spread 
so rapidly that several hundred per- 
sons were crowded about the sheriff's 
office when they arrived with the man 
for whose safe return a futile attempt 
had been made early today to pay 
$60,000 ransom. 

Three Taken Into Custody. 

This afternoon, a man giving the 
name of Jimmy Kirk, and two women 
who said they were Ann Williams aud 
June Ward were taken in custody at a 
Los Angeles apartment. 

Detective Lieutenants C. Burris and 
H. P. Garhardt had traced them from 
a telephone call made by a man from 
a drug store on South Western ave- 
nue to a member of the Gettle fami- 
ly. In Kirk’s possession they found a 
card bearing the address of the. kid- 
naped millionaire’s home at 724 North 
Linden drive, Beverly Hills, and the 
name ‘“Gettles.” | 

After questioning Kirk, the officers 
said they obtained the address of the 
La Crescenta house where Gettle was 
found. 

Kirk, 38, June Ward, said by offi- 
cers to be Wits wife, and William and 
Roy Williams, 39, weretheld on sus- 
picion of kidnaping. A fifth, “Red” 
Hoyle Seigler, was taken in custody 
later for questioning. 

Williams, questioned by authorities, 
said he was an auto mechanic and a 
ranch hand. 

He said that two days before the 
kidnaping he met in a beer parlor two 
men whom he knew only as “Johnny” 
and ‘*Tommy.” 

They broached the kidnaping of 
Gettle to him, he said, and, when he 
agreed to join in the scheme, set him 
to watch the Arcadia estate of the 
Gettles. 

He watched the place closely, he 
said, and Wednesday, the night of 
the party given by the Gettles in 
celebration of the completion of their 
new swimming pool, advised “Tommy” 
and “Johnny.” 

Williams declared he had no part 
in the actual kidnaping. 

Captain William C. Bright, of the 
sheriff's homicide ‘detail, announced 
no ransom was paid.

CHURCHMEN ARE TOLD 


Federal Jurist Calls for Re- 
currence to Fundamental 
Principles. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 14.— 
(P)—Reading in the signs of the times 


the most serious menace that popular 
government the world over has faced 
in a century, a federal judge here 
tonight called for a “recurrence to 
fundamental principles.” 

The speaker, Judge John J. Parker, 
of the United States circuit court of 
appeads at Richmond, Va., however, 
was quick to tell the industrial con- 
ference of the Episcopal church that 
the “American government has not 
failed, and neither the economic de- 
pression through which we are pass- 
ing, nor the coming of the machine 
age 1s any excuse for losing faith in 
the constitutional structure under 
which we have been nourished.” 

The subject of his address was “The 
federal constitution in a period of 
change.” 

“We are going through a crisis in 
the history of the world,” he said. 
“Everywhere the ideals of the past are 
being assailed. In scholarship, in bus- 
iness, in morals—in every realm o 
human thought and human activity 
there is- revolt against established 
standards. I am not one of those who 
thinks that it is an unmixed evil. On 
the contrary I believe we are wit- 
nessing the birth of a new civiliza- 
tion, a civilization of higher stand- 
ards of righteousness and of greater 
ompreneasy for the expanding nature 
of man.”

BRIGHT MONDAYS. 

Do you suffer from blue Mondays? 
Do you enjoy pleasant week-ends and 
upon going to bed Sunday night real- 
ize with a groan that the next day 
is Monday? I have the solution to 
your problem, but not many of you, | 
am afraid, will like it. Let all your 
friends bring to you on Monday morn- 
ing the snakes and salamanders that 
they collect for you over the week- | 
end. 

Every Monday. it seems, I can 
count on a flood of specimens from 
half a dozen people who have become 
interested in herpetology and wh» 
take keen delight in catching speci- 
mens for me te identify. They go 
away with their new-found names for 
these interesting beasts, leaving the 
beasts in my hands for the future and 
infinitely more laborious routine cf 
future study. 


The first venomous’ snake of the 
season's collection was brought in vy 
F. C. Boland, of Austell, who is pro- 
viding me with many vastly interest- 
ing and valuable specimens. He pre- 
sented me with a copperhead this 
time and also with three splendid 
specimens of the six-striped lizard. 
These specimens I will mount for per- 
manent exhibits. He also contributed 
a striped water snake (known vari- 
ously as queen-spake and  moon- 
snake), and some salamanders of the 
red variety that I have praised so 
often before. 


Mr. Boland has added a great many 
specimens to the collection this year. 
Soon I will have a representative se- 
ries of specimens from Douglas coun- 
ty, thanks to him. 


Then Fred Barkalow showed up 
with a set of specimens ranging from 
the red-backed salamander, the fourth 
record for the state, to a Florida 
wood rat, including in-that scope one 
musk-turtle, two pine lizards, a small 
banded water snake, seven other sala- 
manders, whose exact species I have 
not yet determined. but which look 
very much like the familiar dusky 
salamander, and one large adult and 
one very small juvenile cotton rat. 

J. A. Bretz brought in a fine speci-

TUCSON, Ariz. May 14.—(/)— 
June Robles, 6, vanished while on her 
way home from school Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, April 25. Her little cousin, 


Barney Kingla, 6, who was walking 
hehind her, said a little black auto- 
mobile drew up to the curb beside the 
little girl and she entered it. 

This phase of the case also was 
witnessed by Mrs. Harold D. Smith. 
who did not realize the significance 
of it until the alarm was spread. 

Mrs. Smith said she saw an old se- 
dan moving slowly along the street 
and its driver, a tall, emaciated man 
wearing dark glasses, motioning to 
June to get into the machine. She 
xaid she drove past the old car 80 
slowly that the driver looked up and 
peered intently at her, whereupon she 
«<peeded up at the insistence of her lit- 
tle son by her side. The license 
plates on the old car were so badly 
bent, Mrs. Smith said, that she could 
not read the numbers. 

$15,000 Ransom Demanded. 

Two hours after the little girl van- 

ished, a small boy. Rosalio Estrada, 
delivered to the girl's father, Fernando 
Robles, a roughly printed note de- 
manding $15,000 and warning against 
bringing police into the case. Young 
Estrada said a man had given him 
%% cents to deliver the note and had 
instructed him to bring an answer to 
a near-by parking lot. 
When young Estrada went to the 
parking lot later the man had van- 
‘shed. Ray Orcutt, operator of the 
‘ot. said a heavily tanned man in gray 
had stood about the place nervously 
for a while and then disappeared. 

The cry of kidnaping brought swift- 
ly into action the most formidable 
mantrap ever thrown together in Ari- 
vyona, which grew to statehood in an 
ora of six-gun rule, cattle rustling and 
frontier outlawry. 

Cowboys, sheriffs, police, American 
Legionnaires and private citizens— 
anany of them men who figuratively 
crew up with guns in their hands— 
mobilized to run down the kidnapers. 
In a few hours more than 1,000 men 
avere in the hunt, ready to shoot it 
nut in the style of their ancestors fac- 
Ing outlaws of old. 

Six-Guns Fashionable.

On a second trip the next day, the 
reputedly wealthy man said he sought 
advice from a seer near Santa Ana, 
Sonora, but details of what advice 
the elder Robles received, if any, were 
not disclosed. 

Officials Halt Search. 
On his return from the second trip 


‘the night of May 1, the family an- 
nounced that at its request authori- 


ties had been withdrawn from the case 
to allow unhampered negotiations with 
June’s abductors. This announcement 


was followed by one that the $15,000 
ransom was “ready” for payment as 
soon as the kidnapers indicated they 


|}were ready to deal and could guaran- 


tee, by means of answers to certain 
questions put to June, that they were 
actually her abductors, : 

Five days after the family's public 
appeal to the abductors to come forth 
and negotiate without fear of official 
intervention, authorities began to ex- 
press doubt that the vigil would bear 
fruit. However, they made it known 
they would continue to stay out of the 
case “n while Jonger.” 

Another climax came when Mrs. 
Bernabe Robles, the child’s grand- 
mother. said in an interview that the 
original ransom note threatened death 
to both the girl and her father, Fer- 
nando Robles, if the ransom were not 

aid. 
r Two Forays Into Mexico. 

May 7 heavily-armed American of- 
ficers suddenly sped across the bor- 
der southward from Nogales, Ariz., 
presumably on a hunt for the abduc- 
tors somewhere in that vicinity, but 
returned empty-handed. At the same 
time, however, two Arizona highway 
patrolmen headed quietly for Cananea, 
some distance from Nogales, obtained 
the aid of Mexican police and searched 
the copper mining town on a tip that 
the abductors had left the child there. 

The next day it developed that a 
man had heen taken into custody in 
Tucson several days previously and 
had implicated himself, along with a 
Mexican couple and an Ameriean man, 
as the abductors. He furnished of- 
ficers with the alleged secret plans of

widespread hunt was carpied on in the 
vicinity of Cananea for them but withb-

Finally the family made known that 
a second note had been received and 
the father, Fernando Robles, disclosed

to withdraw from the case as the fam- 
ily requested another “truce” and 
made plans to broadcast another ap- 
peal to the abductors. The father 
made known that the donors of the 
ransom had specified that payment be 
made only when June was returned 
safely. 

On that basis the case stood for sev- 
eral days., The father continued his 
efforts to meet and deal with the 
snatchers. Hope was waning once 
again when the news came that the 
girl was alive.

Gettle’s lips. The officers detained 
him briefly to seek identification of 
Kirk and the women. Officers ex- 
pressed belief Kirk had conducted

Police said all of the telephone calls 
had been made in Beverly Hills and 
Hollywood, many of them from with- 
in a few blocks of the Gettle home. 

Deputy Sheriff Harry Breester led 
the rescue party to the house where 
Gettle was held. 

As the offiéers moved in on the 
place, two men fled through the rear 
entrance, dodging through the wreck- 
age of homes left by the New Year's 
Day flood. 

Deputy Sheriff Ernest Sichler and 
Jack Southard, special investigator of 
the district attorney's office, appre- 
hended Williams, but they were un- 
able to keep pace with the man who 
escaped. 

In the darkened room they found 
Getile, bound hand and foot and so 
weak he was barely able to walk to 
the automobile which carried him to 
the sheriff's office in Los Angeles. 

The getaway of the other man 
guarding the kidnaped _ millionaire 
brought immediate pursuit from Los 
Angeles, Glendale and Pasadena po- 
lice, who attempted to cut off every 
avenue of escape. 

Officers described him as a man of 
between 35 and 40 years old, 5 feet 
10 inches tall and of dark complexion.

Kept Trussed Up. 

“I was not mistreated in any way.” 
Deputy Sheriff R. S. Rowe, who rode 
beside Gettle from La Crescenta to 
Los Angeles, quoted the kidnaped man 
as saying. ‘ 

“They fed me all right. but kept 
me trussed up. They blindfolded and 
gagged me and removed the gag only 
when they fed me. 

“I had no idea where I was. I 
was surprised to find I was so close 
to home. p 

“When they kidnaped me they blind- 
folded me and drove for several hours. 
I was under the impression thev had 
taken me out somewhere near River- 
side (55 miles east of here). 

Rowe said Gettle told him his right 
side was injured when the two gun- 
men who kidnaped him pushed him 
from the seven-and-a-half-foot wall at 
his estate in getting him outside to 
their car. He leaned on two officers 
with whom he walked arm in arm. 

District Attorney Buron Fitts an- 
nounced action against the alleged 
kidnapers would be started tomorrow. 

“We will seek at least life sen- 
tences for every person involved,” he 
said. Previously he had said the 
California state law provides a death 
penalty only when the kidnaped per- 
son has been injured by his abductors. 

Looking outside at the throng sur- 
rounding the hall of justice and hear- 
ing a suggestion of the possibility of 
a lynching attempt, Fitts said -sharp- 
ly, “we'll tolerate no lynch law in 
southern California.” 

A man giving the name of Jimmy 
Kirk and a woman who said she was 
June Ward were arrested in an apart- 
ment in the 600 block of North Har- 
vard boulevard. 

The arrest was made by Detective 
Lieutenantg C. Burriss and J. P. Gar- 
hardt, who acted on information re- 
ceived last night when officers rushed 
to a drugstore at 1280 South Western 
avenue to apprehend a man talking 
over the telephone to a member of 
the Gettle family. 

In Kirk’s possession officers said 
they found a business card bearing 
the name of N. W. Zimmer, La Cres- 
centa. On the back of the card, po- 
lice said, was the address of the kid-

“Oh, yes,” she cried, and scrambled 
to get free. 

A key was found lying on a piece 
of tin on the desert near the, prison 
hole, as the letter and map from Chi- 
cago followed by the officers had in- 
dicated there would be. Houston, un- 
uble to get quickly inside the tangle 
of weighty material covering the hole, 
tossed the key in. 

June seized it, unlocked the pad- 
lock which held the chains about her 
ankles, and pulled herself up until she 
could be reached and lifted out. She 
was three feet under the surface. 

Mrs. Helen Robles, June’s moth- 
er, nearly swooned when the child 
was placed in her arms. She kissed 
June hungrily and then wept uncon- 
trollably. 

Asked for a description of the per- 
sons who put her in the hole, June 
said they were two men who called 
each other “Bill” and “Will.” One 
of them wore gloves, she said. Com- 
ing to her desert prison occasionally 
to bring food and water. 

Inside the hole was a jug of water, 
a loaf of fairly fresh bread and a few 
wilted oranges and vegetables.

Once in the hands of 
someone she knew, she became calm. 
She asked when she could see her

squarely to the strange prison which 
held the much-hunted little girl.

Gettles Abduction Ended 


Midnight Swimming Party 


‘It’s Not a Heist—It’s a 

Snatch,’ Said Kidnaper 
After Bold Holdup of 
Broker and Guests. 


LOS ANGELES, May 14.—(2)— 
William F. Gettle, 46, southern Cali- 
fornia multi-millionaire and _ retired 
broker, was seized by kidnapers who 
interrupted a midnight swimming 
party at his sumptuous estate at 
suburban Arcadia. 

It was a clear, warm night when 
the millionaire and his friends fin- 
ished the dip in the new swimming 
pool on the new country estate at Ar- 
cadia, 20 miles east of here, in the 
beautiful foothill region of the Sierra 
Madres. ‘ 

The three women went into the at- 
tractive Spanish home, while Gettle 
donned light clothing with his two 


companions, James P. Wolf and Al-, 


bert Hitchin, and went into the recrea- 
tion hall for a round of drinks to 
terminate the day and night celebra- 
tion of the completion of the new 
swimming pool and recreation hall of 
his country estate. 

One of the women called Hitchin 
to the residence. 

hen a soft strange voice at the 

entrance of the recreation hall said: 

“Put ‘em up, gentlemen.” 

“It’s a holdup,” was the thought 
of Wolf as they trekked toward the 
east end of the estate, and he chucked

Then one of the men whispered: 
“This is not a heist—it’s a snatch.” 
Gettle pleaded: 
“I'll give you all the money I have 
on me, and go into the house for 
more if you won't take me away.” 

One of the gunmen laughed: 

This is a 
kidnaping, fellow.”

two victims and bound their hands. 
Then one of the gunmén deftly un- 
wound rolls of surgical adhesive tape, 
an inch wide, sealed the mouths of the 
men and made hobbles around their 
ankles. 

Gettle was moved up a stepladder 
against a seven-foof stone wall and 
tumbled down the outside. His groan 
was met with a curt remark: 

“Don’t be so soft.” 

Wolf then was taped to an elm 
tree. The gunmen soon were-over the 
wall, and Wolf heard a car drive 
away. 

“In some 30 minutes Wolf. kicked 
off his tennis shoes, succeeded in 
loosening himself from the tree, and 
reached the house to spread the alarm. 

Authorities quickly sized up the case 
as a well organized plan. 

Mrs. Gettle, an invalid from a re- 
cent attack of pneumonia, was pros- 
trated. 

Ernest E. Noon, Beverly Hills at- 
torney, announced the following morn- 
ing he had been named by the family 
to act as intermediary with the kid- 
papers. 

Friday morning Noon received a 
telephone call demanding $75,000 ran- 
som. He said the party was cut off 
before he could learn of directions for 
payment. 

A letter came to the Arcadia coun- 
try estate addressed to Mrs. Gettle. 
Por'marked San Bernardino, Cal. 
Thursday evening, demanding a ran- 
som of $40,000. 

Noon announced publicly he was 
ready to pay any reasonable ransom 
requested. 

Federal, state, county and munici- 
pal police called off the manhunt at 
Noon’s request to permit negotiations. 

This was the first kidnaping affect- 
ing the HoMywood and Beverly Hills 
coterie of distinguished and wealthy 
residents. 

Mrs. Gettle issued a statement urg- 
ing the kidnapers to contact. the 
family attorney. 

Noon made a series of mysterious 
trips Thursday from his office. On 
Friday he reported he had received 
a telephone call placing the ransom 
demand at $75,000. Several other tele- 
phone calls were subsequently receiv- 
ed, Noon later revealed, some of which 
he believed actually were from the 
kidnapers while others obviously were 
from cranks. 

In the meantime, peace officers 
chafed at the necessity for remaining 
virtually inactive to insure the safe 
return of the victim. 

Officers, however, took into custody 
several persons, but released them all 
after questioning. 

Sunday, however, as a preliminary 
to a manhunt by 5,000 officers sched- 
uled to be started at midnight, the 
deadline fixed by agreement between 
peace officers and Noon for negotia- 
tions actually to begin, hundreds of 
policemen began a systematic clean- 
up of known underworld haunts in 
Los Angeles and vicinity. 

As the result of pleas made by Mrs. 
Gettle, however, the deadline was of- 
ficially announced later in the day 
as having been extended to Monday 
noon to allow additional time for ran- 
som negotiations. 

Late tuday, following a fruitless ef- 
fort to trap the kidnapers early this 
morning, two messages were received 
by Noon, warning him the “dire re- 
sults” might follow if authorities per- 
sisted in their efforts.

Austria, Hungary and 
Italy Agree To Buy 
Each Other’s Products. 


ROME, 
Hungary and Italy tonight formed a 
trade @lliance by signing agreements 
to buy each other’s products, and to 
accord each other numerous commer- 
cial preferences. 

Signing of the accord was  an- 
nounced by an official communique, 
and general outlines of the agreement 
were revealed. 

The agreements ratified tonight are 
expected to wipe out Hungary’s wheat 
surplus. Italy will take 1,000,000 
quintals (3,740,000 bushels) and has 
an option on another 1,000,000 quin- 
tals. Italy will make the purchase 
through government-controlled associa- 
tions and it reserves the right to ex- 
port what it does not need, possibly 
in the form of flour. 

Austria agrees to take 2,200,000 
quintals of Hungarian wheat. In ex- 
change, sale of Austrian-manufactured 
products in Hungary will be facili- 
tated. 

Italy will gain, in addition to an 
extended market for her products, not- 
able advantages for the ports of 
Trieste and Fiume. Austria and Hun- 
gary agree to lower tariffs 10 per 
cent on products of any nation pass- 
ing through these ports. It is expect- 
ed that this arrangement will lure 
trade away from northern European 
ports, notably Hamburg. 

The communique adds that the three 
nations agree to improve existing bi- 
lateral trade agreements 
“semmering accords.”’

COMPANION HELD 
IN MURDER OF GIRL 


40-Year-Old Millard Hick- 
man Denies Killing Louise 
Jeppesen, 23. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—/ 
Held on a murder charge, Millard 
Hickman, 40-year-old steamship com- 
pany engineer who was sued for di- 
vorce because he “had ‘too many 


women,” today denied he had slain 
Miss Louise Jeppesen, 23, of en, 
Utah, whose battered body was found 
in Golden Gate park yesterday. Po- 
lice said she had been attacked, then 
strangled. 

Captain of Inspectors Charles Dul- 
lea guoted Hickman as admitting he 
and the pretty, red-headed girl quar- 
reled after a drinking party in his 
apartment, a short time before her 
body was found. Lingerie which po- 
lice said belonged to the dead girl 
was found in Hickman’s automobile. 
A bruise on Hickman’s leg, and a 
deep scratch on his hand, was at- 
tributed by him to a scuffle with 
Miss Jeppesen in his apartment. 

Municipal Judge Frank Dunn de- 
nied bail and ordered: Hickman - held 
for a preliminary hearing May 22. 

“The body of Louise Jeppesen was 
found strangled,” Police Inspector 
George Engler testified. “The last 
man she was with, an hour before her 
death, was the defendant.” 

“I don’t care what they say,” Hick- 
man was quoted by officers as de- 
claring. “If they check* my story, 
they'll find I’m innocent. I don’t 
know anything about stepping in my 
car, or any of that other stuff. J] 
feel pretty good.” 

Police said Hickman's car was Ccov- 
ered with a red dust similar to that 
in the park where the body was 


found. 

Hickman is the father of two chil- 
dren, 

“I didn’t do this,” Hickman was 
auoted by Peter Mullins, assistant dis- 
trict attorney as declaring. “She 
‘passed out’ and I laid her on the bed. 
I lay down alongside of her and took 
off her shoes to make her more com- 
fortable. She resented this and strug- 
gled and we had quite an argument. 
“But finaly she left the hotel. I 
did not leave my room at all.” 

Hickman estimated the time at 
which the girl left his apartment at 
3 a.m. Her body was found about 
4:30 a. m. by J. C. Gentry, 62, an 
employe of a riding stable, as he was 
walking through a pedestrian tunnel. 

Gentry immediately notified police. 
Officers said the girl’s body indicated 
she had been slain only a short time 
before. The shrubbery near the tun- 
nel was torn up, indicating Miss Jeppe- 
sen had fought with her assailant. 

Mullins announced he had found 
hotel employe witnesses who declar- 
ed they had seen Hickman accom- 
pany Miss Jeppesen to the elevator. 

Police also quoted Emil Heitzman, 
night attendant in the garage where 
Hickman keeps his automobile, as 
saying he was “almost sure” he saw 
the machine leave the garage shortly 
before 3 a. m.

A Talk With 
Trotsky. 


A battalion of newspaper men and 
lensmen had been camping around the 
little villa which Trotsky occupied in 
the neighborhood of Barbizon, trying 
to get a glimpse and a few words from 


the erstwhile commander of the red 
army before he started out again on 
the road of exile. They were unsuc- 
cessful. I puzzled for a while how to 
get in touch with him, knowing that 
camping on the spot was absolutely 
futile and that he would give us the 
slip anyhow in the ehd. So I sent 
him a telegram and I mentioned the 
one subject which must have lain 
close to his heart in those days, the 
capitulation of Christian Rakowsky in 
Stalin. 

“I don’t want to ask anything about 
your personal affairs,” I put in the 
telegram, “but do tell me to what you 
attribute the change that has come 
over Rakowsky.” I was not mistaken. 
Trotsky replied immediately with an 
invitation to come and see him.

Who Is 


Rakowsky? 


First, I had better say who Ra- 
kowsky is. Former president of the 
Ukraine republic, Rakowsky was s0- 
viet ambassador to Paris five years 
ago. He is a Bulgarian by birth, I 
think, and was once a surgeon of jn- 
ternational reputation in Paris. Dur- 
ing his tenancy of the ambassadorial 
post, he ran open house. In fact, 
the embassy became a great salon, 
where everybody in the literary and 
political world of Europe met every- 
body else.

Flimsy excuses were offered at the time for cessation of his pic- | 
turesque criticism of certain administration policies. The most 
widely advertised one was that he differed with his magazine pub- 
lisher about the air mail matter. That is what Smith would have 
called baloney. | 

Those who have talked with him recently have a new idea 
about it. : 

They whisper that his attacks on the’ administration drew a 
strong personal reaction. on him. He did not mind abuse from a 
section of the press and public. But when. his closest friends, and 
even members of his own family, began to call him a sorehead, he 
thought it was about time to withhold his fire. 


MESSAGE An example of the ridicule heaped upon him is told 
by one of his close friends. 

A pal called Smith’s office on the telephone one morning after 
Smith had made a strongly critical attack on the administration 
money policy. Al’s secretary answered the phone, informed the 
caller that Smith was tied up in a conference and asked if there 
was any message. She recognized the voice of the caller. 

“Yes,” said the voice, ‘I do want to leave a message. Are you 
ready?” 

“All ready,” replied the woman with pencil poised. 

“Well, tell him spplilhhhh!”’ 

That is a sound which has never been accurately reduced to 
language, but Al no doubt recognized it as a Bronx cheer, or what 
is commonly calléd ‘the bird.”

WASHINGTON, May 14—(AP)—Following is the text of President 


Roosevelt’s message to congress on 
To the congress: 
May I draw your attention to some 


important suggestions for legislation 
which should tend to improve condi- 
tions for those who live in houses, 
those who repair and construct houses, 
and those who invest in houses? 

Many of our homes are in decadent 
condition and not fit for human hab- 
itation. They need repairing and mod- 
ernizing to bring them up to the stand- 
ard of the times. Many new homes 
now are needed to replace those not 
worth repairing. 

The protection of the health and 
safety of the people demands that this 
renovizing an@ building be done 
speedily. The federal government 
should take the-initiative immediately 
to co-operate with private capital and 
industry in this real property conser- 
vation. We must lay the groundwork 
for this effort before congress ad- 
journs its present session. 

Two-Fold . 

The purpose of the program is two- 
fold: First, to return many of the 
unemployed to useful and gainful oc- 
cupation; second, to produce ftan- 
gible, useful wealth in a form for 
which there is great social and eco- 
nomic need. 

Four Divisions. 

The program consists of four ma- 

jor interrelated divisions: 
Modernizatio@,. repair and new 
construction ; 

2. Mortgage insurance. 

3. Mortgage associations, and 

4. Building and loan insurance. 

The modernization phase of the pro- 
gram will furnish national guidance 
and support for locally managed ren- 
ovizing campaigns throughout the 
country and protection for home own- 
ers against unwarranted cost ad- 
vances, For these purposes and to as- 
sure adequate financing at low cost 
and on moderate terms of repayment, 
a new governmental agency is re- 
quired. 

Other Structures. 
: Modernization of commercial and 
industrial structures is evisioned, as 
well as residential, but the new fea- 
tures providing governmental assist- 
ance are confined largely to home 
improvements. 

Loans to individuals will be made 


by private agencies which will be in- 
sured by a governmental 


agency |

against loss up to a certain percentage 
of their advances. This insurance 
against loss onthe rehabilitation loans 
will be met by the government and 
will be confined to advances of credit 
that meet standards and conditions 
designed to protect both the home own- 
ers and the co-operating agetteies. 

To make funds available for new 
home construction and to improve the 
mortgage market, the second phase of 
the program is long-term mortgage 
financing. It provides mutual mort- 
gage insurance under governmental di- 
rection to enable private agencies to 
make first mortgage loans on newly 
constructed houses up to 80 per cent 
ot the appraised value of the prop- 
etry, and to make new mortgages on 
existing homes up to 60 per cent of 
the appraised value of the property. 
The loans will usually carry not more 
than five per cent ‘nterest and will 
be amortized by periodic payments 
over 20 years. Similar insurance ar- 
rangements are provided to help 
finance low-cost residential projects 
of the slum replacement type. 

_ _ Incorporation. 

_ The third phase provides for the 
incorporation of mortgage associations 
under strict federal supervision to in- 
crease the amount of mortgage funds 
available in regions where interest 
rates are unduly high because suffi- 
cient local funds are lacking. The 
activities of these associations will be 
limited almost entirely to insured 
residential mortgages. 

Insurance for share and certificate 
holders in building and loan associa- 
tions, similar to the insurance pro- 
vided for bank depositors, is the 
fourth phase of the program. These 
institutions are custodians of the 
funds of small savers and it is essen- 
tial that they should be given every 
reasonable protection. Insurance of 
this type is necessary in order to ar- 
rest any further drain on these in- 
stitutions and to put them in a posi- 
tion to resume their normal useful 
functions. 

I believe that the initiation of this 
broad and sound program will do 
much to alleviate distress and to raise 
perceptibly the standards of good lir- 
ing for many of our families through- 
out the land.

II—DIATOMS AND ALGAE. 


The diatom is a little plant, and 
the name came from Greek words 
meaning “cut in two.” It is so small 
that we need a microscope to study it. 
Thousands of different kinds have 
been found by scientists, and more 
than 4,000 books and scientific ar- 
ticles have been written about them.

Diatoms live in fresh and in salt 


kinds fasten themselves to stones or 
wood under water, making a slippery 
coating which is not very pleasant to 
touch. 

Other diatoms float freely in the 
water, and their number is almost 


beyond belief. A test of a quart of 
water taken from the North sea) 
showed that it ‘contained close to' 
1,250,000 diatoms.

Dead diatoms sink to the bottom, 
and help to form ooze. 

The most amazing diatums are 
those which swim during’ a ‘certain. 
stage of life. Their motion has been 
called “gliding,” and is not the same 
as floating with moving water, Be- 
cause of the swimming power, these 
diatoms were classed at oue time as 
“animals;” but more careful study 
has shown that they belong to the 
plant kingdom, They are close to the 
“border” between plants and animals. 

The strange name, méaning “cut 
in two,” arose from the fact that a 
diatom will divide. into two parts. 
Each part will divide again; and this 
sort of thing will take place from 25 
times to more than 50 times in a 
season. 2 

It has been figured that dividing 
50 times. would bring from a single 
diatom almost 565,000,000,000,000 
diatoms! Of course many diatoms die 
along the way—if they did not they 
would fill the oceans with the passing 
of time. age 
- Diatoms belong to the great “alga 
family, which includes seaweeds and 
water plants of 12,000 kinds. There 
are green algae, red algae, brown 
algae, and blue-green algae. They 
differ greatly in size, from the tiny 
diatoms to sea plants many feet hizh. 

Some kinds of algae grow ts mud 
or sand under water, and others grow 
in the open air. The green covering

THE LEFT-HANDERS MOURN. 
Mr. Freddie Russell, of the Nashville Banner, finds tnat the 
left-handed pitchers, with which the league is well stocked, will 


not find the afternoons too pleasant. He writes: 

For many years the Southern league has been known as sort 
of a paradise for lefthand pitchers. They always finish around 
the top in games won and lost and are so effective that no club 
would be without at least one flinger of the soutkpaw variety. 

The reason is simple. Southern league clubs Imve had their 
share, or more than their share, of lefthand hitters. As a rule 
they are easy for the lefthand throwers, thus the abundance of 
the latter as a protective measure. 

This spring the managers prepared as usual in a lefthand 
way. They stacked the pantry shelves full of portside pitchers 
until the crop numbers around 20, close to an all-time high. Off- 
hand I can think of Brillheart, Eiland, Bayne, Swayze, Griffin, 
White, Milnar, Thomas, Barnes, Jacobs, Parker, Pettit, Sweetland 
and Woods. 

Unwittingly or not, the managers crossed up themselves. 
Opening day found the clubs with a minimum of lefthand hitters 
and now four teams are rated sure death to southpaws, with two 
others not especially worried about them. 

Chattanooga has only one lefthand hitter, Johnny Gill. As 
Gleeson is a switch hitter, New Orleans has but one, Eddie 
Rose. Memphis has only two, Brazill and Chapman, and Knox- 

-ville the same, French and Monohan. 

Nashville and Birmingham are very well-balanced, with three

SOUGHT BY WHITE 


Charter Revision Com- 
mittee To Hear Proposal 
at N ext Meeting. 


A new state constitution, classifi- 
cation of intangibles for taxation and 
home rule for Atlanta will be proposed 
at the next meeting of the special 
charter revision committee, it develop- 
ed at Monday night’s session of that 
body. An impromptu discussion of 
council reduction also was a feature 
of the gathering. 

Although no definite business was 
transacted because only 9 of the 19 
members of the committee answered 
the roll call when it became time to 
transact business, Councilman John 
A. White, of the fourth ward, said 
he woukl present the three important 
measures at the June 11 meeting. 

The committee did pass by unani- 
mous vote a resolution praising Al- 
derman J. Gloer Hailey, chairman of 
council’s benevolence and pensions 
committee, for obtaining a $120,000 
reduction in city payments to fed- 
eral officials for relief purposes. 

Abandonment of the semi-monthly 
dinners of the committee was voted, 
and future sessions will be held at 
the city hall instead of at the Ansley 
hotel. 

Council Reduction Discussed. 

Discussion of council reduction and 
Councilman Joseph E. Berman’s pro- 
posal to seek a city-wide referendum 
on establishment of a commission form 
of government took place. 

“The people of Atlanta are looking 
to this committee for action about this 
council reduction,” Councilman How- 
ard C. McCutcheon, of the second 
ward, asserted. “The general trend is 
toward reduction of municipal, coun- 
ty, state and national governmental 
bodies. During the next five years 
there will be many reductions in all 
governments.” 

“There is only one way to. keep 
council reduction from being the ma- 
jor issue in the madyoralty campaign,” 
Alderman G. Everett Millican, chair- 
man of the committee. said, “and that 
is to beat them to it. Mayor, James 
L. Key will make it one of the major 
issues of his campaign.” 

“Bunk,” Councilman John A. White, 
opponent of council reduction, coun- 
tered. 

Berman then obtained the floor. 

Commission Form Vote Sought. 

“T favor submitting a proposal to 
establish a commission form of gov- 
ernment to the people,” he declared. 
“T @o not say I am for it. Council 
reduction was voted on a wave of 
political hysteria.” 

“Do you mean to say you advocate 
submitting to the people something 
you oppose?” Alderman J. Charlie 
Murphy asked. 

“Yes,” Berman said. 

“Don’t do it, Joe,” McCutcheon ad- 
vised him. “It will only confuse the 
issue.” 

White said he wanted to know 
Key’s views on ‘“‘constructive legisla- 


tion designed to procure additional |, 


municipal funds.” 

“It’s up to the mayor to take the 
lead in this matter and he has not 
done so,” White said. . 

“The mayor has a right*to express 
himself on these matters if he de- 
sires,’ Millican said, “but I'll tell you 
one thing and that is if we fail to 
get more money the city cannot exist 
for another four years.” 

White said he would offer meas- 
ures designed to provide home rule 
for Atlanta and to provide a consti- 
tutional amendment for classification 
of intangibles for taxation at the next 
meeting of the committee. 

His classification measure will 
limit taxation to from 1 to 83 mills 
by municipalities and the state and 
county. 

He also will seek to obtain a con- 
stitutional convention to redraft the 
old state constitution. 


PROBERS’ REQUEST

nored an invitation extended by the 
special committee investigating the 
army air corps to appear and give it 
any aeronautical data or information. 

Disclosure that the famous flyer 
had not replied to the committee, head- 
ed by Newton D. Baker, war-time sec- 
retary of war, came today as it re- 
sumed sessions at the army war col- 
lege. 

Members of the committee, com- 
posed of nationally known aeronauti- 
cal authorities, declined to comment 
on Lindbergh's silence. 

Several members, however, have ex- 
pressed their “disappointment” that 
Lindbergh had failed to make any 
acknowledgement. They wanted him 
to give facts and opinions concerning 
the air corps set-up and recommenda- 
tions for improvement in personnel, 
equipment or training. 

Lindy Refused Membership. 

When Secretary of War Dern first 
announced formation of the commit- 
tee he asked Lindbergh to become a 
member. In the heat of the contro- 
versy then raging around President 
Roosevelt's cancellation of commercial 
air line mail contracts and the army 
assignment to the task, Lindbergh re- 
fused and attacked the president's air 
mail policy.

TWO MEN HUNTED

Result of Autopsy To Be 


Inquest Today. 


Police pressed a general search 
throughout Atlanta Monday for two 
men who left the body of Mrs. Lola 
Barker on a vacant lot on Linden 
avenue Sunday night. 

With fairly complete descriptions 
of the two, but without other clues 
as to the identities, police began a 
systematic search. with | Detectives 
Jacob Woodruff and E. I. Hilde- 
brand in charge. 

A post-mortem examination of the 
woman's y was completed late 
Monday afternoon by Dr. J. C. Bla- 
lock, county physician. He would 
not reveal the results of his autopsy 
ending an official inquest which will 
e conducted by Coroner Paul Done- 
hoo this morning. 

The police assumption Monday, 
after an all night investigation by 
Captain A. J. Holcombe, and activities 
Monday by other officers, was that 
Mrs. Parker in all probability died 
suddenly while in the company of the 
hry men who left her on the vacant 
ot. 

Because of their fear of becoming 
involved in the subsequent investiga- 
tion, police believe, the two men left 
the body and fled. Police want them, 
however, for some explanations. 

Mrs. Barker's body was found after 
William A. Grubbs, 139 Linden ave- 
nue, N. E., noticed two men carrying 
a heavy burden to the vacant lot near 
his home. Curious, Grubbs, investi- 
gated after the men left, and discov- 
ered the body. 

At Grady hospital physicians said 
the woman had been dead for four or 
five hours. There were no unusual 
marks of violence on the body. 

The woman was first identified as 
“Mrs. Leola Jackatt,” of Oklahoma 
City, Okla.. who had registered at 
a downtown hotel Saturday afternoon. 

Mrs. W. H. Cartwright, Dollar 
road, later identified the woman. as 
Mrs. Lola Barker, of Birmingham, 
Ala. Mrs. Barker had called at 
the home of Patrolman C. W. Cart- 
wright, Saturday, and sought to get 
in touch with the wife of the police- 
man’s nephew, W. H. Cartwright. 

Mrs. Cartwright said that the moth- 
er of the dead woman, Mrs. M. L. 
Britt, of Thomaston, -Ga., recently 
moved to Alabama. A daughter of 
Mrs. Barker, Miss Mildred, lives in 
Birmingham. 

The body is at the funeral home of 
Harry G. Poole. Funeral arrange- 
ments have not yet been announced.

Reading Opponents. 


It is unusual in the play of @ 
hand at contract bridge to be able to 
determine the distribution of one op- 
ponent and hence the distribution of 
all the suits as early as the sixth 
trick. Generally, the distribution of 
the cards is more or less of a secret 
until late in the play of a hand. Ob- 
viously, im a great many hands 
knowledge of the distribution is an es- 
sential in the attainment of the best 
result. 

The hand below gave to the South 
player, through the fact that he was 
able to learn the distribution of the 
hand early in the play, a certainty of 
making his contract. The strip play, 
by which the contract was made, is 
a very common situation in bridge, 
but the technique of handling the 
strip is not too generally understood.

West opened the king of diamonds 
and followed with the ace. The third 
round of diamonds was ruffed by the 
declarer, who then took three rounds 
of trumps, finding on the second lead 
that West had held a singleton, When 
West failed to follow on the second 
trump lead South was practically as- 
sured that his hand had consisted of 
five hearts, five diamonds, two clubs 
and one spade originally. 

When West on the second and 
third rounds of trumps discarded the 
seven and eight of hearts, the declar- 
er could see that, despite the fact 
that he held an apparent loser in 
clubs, he could fulfill bis contract. 
He therefore led the ace and king of 
clubs and followed with the ace and 
king of hearts, throwing West in the 
lead with the last round of : hearts. 
Inasmuch as West had nothing left 
in his hand but diamonds, he was 
forced to give South a ruff in one 
hand and a discard in the other, and 
thus the declarer avoided the loss of 
a club trick and fulfilled his contract 
of four spades.
